REMARKS 



Pursuant to the filing of the above-referenced divisional patent application, Applicant 
cancels originally filed claims 1 through 5 without prejudice or disclaimer, and submits with this 
Preliminary Amendment originally submitted Claims 6 through 15 and new claims 16 through 28. 
The Examiner is invited to contact the Attorney for the Applicant at the telephone number provided 
below if further explanation of the Applicant's position would help to advance the prosecution of 
the application. 

In an office action mailed 11/29/2002 (Paper no. 2), a restriction requirement was imposed 
on claims 6-15, which were classified in class 324, subclass 763, and claims 1-5 and 36-37, which 
were classified in class 324, subclass 765. Applicant notes that the restriction of claims 36-37 was 
improper, as no such claims were pending at that time. In an office action mailed May 22, 2003 
(Paper no. 6), a restriction requirement was imposed on claims 1-5, which were classified this time 
in class 324, subclass 763, and claims 22-28 and 16-21, which were classified in class 324, subclass 
765. Presumably, the classification of these claims was reversed in one of these office actions or 
else one of the restriction requirements would have been improper. It is believed that all pending 
claims fall within either class 324, subclass 763, or class 324, subclass 765, and should therefore be 
examined as a group without further restriction. Applicants affirm the Examiner's finding that the 
invention of claims 1-5 are separately patentable over the invention of claims 6-28. 

The specification has been amended to refer to the parent application, serial number 
09/862,045, "IDDQ Test Methodology Based On the Sensitivity of Fault Current To Power Supply 
Variations," filed May 21, 2001.
